A Wartime Discovery 


Bread Baked With Sea Water Keeps 
Fresh Longer 


Among the strange customs 


the (brought to light by the war is the 


practice in some parts of France to 
use sea water in baking bread. It is 
proposed to authorize the extension 
of this idea to other parts of the 
country in order to save salt, which 
is an incumbrance to traffic, every 
saving in which relieves the load on 
the railways. It has been found that 
bread baked with sea water keeps 
moist longer, owing to the affinity 
for water which the magnesium 
acride in the sea water possesses. 
Chis substance and other minerals 
are particularly useful for the body. 
Sea water and human blood are’ so 
closely akin in constitution that sea 
water has been used to inject into 
the veins to revive those who are 
moribund and with excellent results. 
The 29 substances which have been 
identified in the body are largely 
Present in sca water, and it has been 
contended that this demonstrates the 
origin of the human animal body to 
have been originally derived from 
marine —-life. - A similar argument 
might be constructed to indicate his 
origin in the air. However this may 
be, bread made with sea water is 
certainly palatable, and keeps fresh 
longer.
